Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The following issues were discussed: Claim 5 - the applicant 
believes that modifying the flight path of different sizes of droplets using an optical field and forming a plurality of 
coatings distinguishes claim 5 over Paris. The examiner agrees. Claim 27 - the applicant believes that disposing 
unacceptable droplets on a waste surface proximate to a medical device, using an optical field, distinguishes claim 27 
over Paris. The examiner agrees. All claims - the applicant has agreed to restore "flight path" terminology to the 
claims, to better describe their invention. In the specification - the applicant has agreed to insert "interleaving zone" 
terminology into the specification for better antecedent basis for claim 5.
